ried A reſolded to make quick diſpatch, and getting} within 
compaſs of his Club, cloſing with him, we both tumbled down 
together, I failing uppermoſt; foz ſhould he have tumbled down 
upon me, bt would have well near cruſhed me to pieces.

David; who after their return from Cy- 
prus, being ſeparated from Sir Torpin of France, and Sir Pe- 
dro of Spain, chanted to arrive in this Iſland; and coming to the 
Caſtle, having read tho WMziting afozeſaiv, they reſolved to en- 
counter with the Gpant, Where alter a long and tedious fight vas

toztures this Tyrant inflicted on thofe pooz Creatures, it would

was then upon her Marriage, being thereby diſappointed of her 
Poztion, deſperately tabbed her ſelf, ſo-thac now ail the Yappy- 
neſs which remained to me was a'ſecurity that J was ſo mile⸗ 
rable as Foꝛtune ani not make me woꝛ ſe.

- notrght but a ſtage for Wragevies, this ſerene Sky did not lag 
long; fo2 J attending the King a Hunting, (a paſtime in which 


he took great delight) he was on a ſudden furprized by this Gy 


ant, none but J ſtanding to him, although foilowed by a great 


Company, the nglineſs of his pzopoztion ſo affrighting them, 
that they recommended the p2otection of their Life to their Feet, 
and fled as ſwift as trembling Doves befoze the ſwoping Eagle. 
And now the King and J thus left to his mercy, nothing would 
redeem our Lives but the delivering up this Caftle fo him, which 
then was the Royal Panſion of his Pajskty ; and though this 
was done accozding to his deſire, pet this perfidious lump of fleſh
